LATEST NEWS FROM OHIO 


MAYVII.U!, Oct. 1G.—The great boat 


race has come to a most inglorious end 
Late this morning the air was filled with 
rumors that Courtney's boats were stove 
another that they had been cut las 
night. 
A. visit to Courtney's quarters 


disclosed tho facts as reported by 
Courtney's nephew and Burt Brown 
who had been with h'm as attendant!

evening, aboyt 6 o'clock, they left the 
boat-house, looking it on the shore side 
with a padlock and on the river ride by 
simply booking the door and driving a 
nail over tho hook. Returning about 
3 o'clock from the village, they found 
that the river-door had been forced, the 
nail broken and iho boats both cut with 
a s m 
The one mndc for the race was 


cut two-thirds through, twelve feet ten 
inches from the bow, 
The working- 


boat was cut entirely through six feet 
four inches from the stern. 
The two 


man kept the matter secret from Court- 
ney until this morning. What will be 
done as to postponing the race or dis- 
posing of the prize, is unknown as jet. 
The referee, officers and backers cf the 
tv?o men arc now in consultation.
